German Diary

‘As a chaperone for one girl 
represcnting the High School golf 
team at the finals, I had an oppor- 
tunity to spend four days in Mun- 
ich, the capital city of Bavaria, 

Four of us - the coach and a 
boy who also qualified for the 
finals - travelled by night train 
from Berlin to Frankfort, then on 
to Munich via Nurnberg. Sunny 
weather made the train ride 
through miles of vineyards, ‘celery 
fields and attractive villages in- 
teresting, Having left the flat 
northern countryside behind, “1 
was delighted with the rolling 
hills and colorful deep valleys. 


Munich is a fascinating blend of 
old and new. While it has the 
largest concentration of museums 
in Germany, it also has more in- 
dustry and commerce than any 
southern German city, A huge 
pedestrian mal] occupies blocks in 
the center of the city,: Buildings 
decorated with carvings and artis- 
tic scrolls contrast sharply with 
aluminum and plate glass wind- 
ows, Next to intricate weather 
vanes and handsome brass door 
hardware, McDonald’s golden arch- 
es looked strange, We strolled 
along windowshopping in and ar- 
ound street musicians, fruit and 
ice cream vendors, herb sellers 
and tables set outside of beer 
halls. The largest glockenspiel in 


Germany drew crowds twice a day: : 
‘ Volksmarch Story 


to the huge square in Marienplatz. 


Lunch at the nearby Ratskeller 
included sampling the typically 
Bavarian cuisine: sausages, includ- 
ing a white one (weisswurst), saur- 
braten, -saurkraut, potato dump- 
ling and smoked ham. 


We enjoyed the 72 room Resi- 
‘denz Museurh—a former castle now 
restored and filled with period fur- 
niture, china and art work from 
other Bavarian palaces, My com- 
panion that day was very know- 
lJedgeable about the history of the 
area, so I learned much that was 
not in the guide book. A tram ride 
to the Nymphenburg Palace, Park 
and Pavilions brought us to the 
hundreds of acres of gardens and 
forests surrounding magnificent 
buildings, The summer palace was 
begun in 1650 and has been ex- 
tended by each succeeding prince 
elector or reigning family. It 
suffered much during the war but 
this damage has been repaired. 


Munich's’ punctual, efficient 
transportation system gave me ac- 
cess to all areas of the city. A 
single ride costs 1.50 DM, but I 
bought a 24 hour ticket good for 
trams, subways (S-Bahn and U- 
Bahn) and buses for 5 DM. Believe 
me, I traveled night and day in 
all directions that day! My lim- 
ited German vocabulary, a city 
map, and the helpful people I met 
gave me confidence to go any- 
where, ‘ 


One day was spent with my hus- 
band’s parents, Mr, and Mrs, Hugh 
Morton of North Windham. They 
were on a tour of the Danube 
country and were in Munich three 


_ of the days that I was there. After 


a city bus tour and:‘some shopping 


- we spent an afternoon at Dachau. 


The former concentration camp 
has beén restored as & memorial, 
A museum and film bring back 
the horror of the 1930’s and 1940's. 
and a walk through the crema- 
torium, gas chambers and bar- 


racks is not pleasant. The chapels, .” 


simple ‘sculpture and placques 
were well done, To me, one of the 
most muaningful areas was the’ 
inscription “Never Again” in five 
Janguages by the ashes of an un- 
known concentration camp victim. 

Back in Munich, 1 enjoyed see- 
ing the Clothes worn by the people 
on the streets and in shops. At’. 
first I smiled at the “costumes” 
then realized that these . clothes 
were everyday wear; older men-in 
knee ‘pants and heavy shoes, Ba- 
varian felt hats decorated with a 
“brush” and many pins’ which 
were worn by both men and wom- 
en, and dirndls of every color and 
pattern, I felt very “polyester” as‘ 
I watched the popular Loden green 
and gray clothing parade past. 

Bither the blue sky, Warm 
weather, friendly atmosphere or 
the wonderful feeling of a small 
town “gal” meeting the challenge 
of this Bavarian city head on—and 
coming out ahead—made Munich a’ 
very special place. The whole fam- 
ily will return to visit the Olympic 
Site, Deutches Museum: and Da- 
chau.

out 5% .of East Germans own cars, 
Their names are put on a list, and 
there is often a ten year wait. 
When the name comes up, they 
have no choice of style, size or 
color, ‘Many-of the ears have a 
molded wood body and are made 
in the Communist bloc countries. 


We were impressed by the Rus- 
sian War Memorial, a‘ beautiful 
park with huge statues of Mother 
‘Russia ‘and two’ armed soldiers 
mourning those Jost in the battle 
for Berlin, It is one-of“the only . 
places in East Germany that has 
mot been -de-Stalinized, arid his 
words are carved into white mar- 
ble plaques along the paths, 


We, witnessed the changing of 
the guards at the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier. When the sol- 
diers. goose-stepped across the 
plaza and back, the crowd was 


silent. We were thinking back to. 


the time when thousands of sol- 
diers filled these streets with that 
precision marching. The mood was 
lightened as several children in 
the‘ crowd imitated the soldiers, 
obviously intrigued by this unique 
way of marching. 


Hitler’s bunker and the red and 
white striped “death stakes” which 
warn people to stay away were ab- 
out all that was left. of wartime 
structures on the Unter den Lich- 
en. Vacant lots and foundations 
marked the site of. many former 
embassies and historical buildings, 


It was a sunny day, but the city 
was colorless. Few flowers bloom- 
ed, the windows were dirty and 
streets littered; at one point a 
beautiful blond child sang a Ger- 


jed her tricycle beside the remains . 
of a museum on the banks of the 
River Spree. The contrast made 
us stop for a minute and just 
watch. : 


After a few hours in East Ber- 
lin we were happy to return to 
the Western seétor of the city 
where the restrictions that we do 
have at least seem to make more 
sense.

So I came home in the brown 
quietness, walking through the 
rustling leaf world to my yard 
where leaves still sifted noiselessly 
from my maple tree.
